III. Claims 53-58, drawn to "generating a loss list for a set of loans", classified in 
class 705 , subclass 38". 

IV. " Claims 59-64, drawn to "credit risk managing a loan pool having at least one loan 
for a property", classified in class 705, subclass 38. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as determining a probability of loss for a 
loan. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination III has separate utility such as generating a loss list for a set of 
loans. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable.
